To the ReraDeER. 


Ourteous Reader, this little Book 
(_* mine comes forth for the fur- 

ther manifeſtation, and clearing up 
of thoſe truths revealed by God unto me, 
and to anſwer certain 0bjedzoms made by 
ſome againſt a Book of mine, called 
A Voice from Heaven, to the Common- 
wealth of England. 

"The firſt OhjeCion is, ſay they, Whats 
doth your Scriptare Proofs make for King 
Charls ? He & no more concerned in them 
than any other man. 

I anſwer, with them that hate him 
and the truth, the proofs are of little, or 
_ noforce : but with ſuch as love him and 
the Truth, the proofs will prevail, there 
are darker Proves than theſe brought to 
prove the yerity of our Sayiour Feſus 
Chriſt, yet believers doubt/ them not : 
And to give you an example of it, Matth. 
2.15. ſaith he, that it might be fulfilled 
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which was ſpoken of the Lord by the P 14+: 
phen, ſaqing,out of Egypt have 7 efled my; 
Son, Alas ! ſaith the unbelicving Few, ro 
this, do-you think that this is meant of 
this poor Carpenters childe 2 No, the 
Prophet means our Nations coming out 
of Egypt here, and his words are theſe, 
Hoſea 11.1. When Iſrae] was a childe, 1 
loved him, and called my Son out of Egypt, 
here is not a word of Feſws, the like Ob- 
jections might be made againſt divers 
proofs, brought forth by the Evangeliſts 
and Apoſtles, as in Maith.2.16,17,18,23 
and as the Fews will finde ObjeCtions e- 
nough againſt the Goſpel ſo many will 
finde ObjcCtions againſt this Kee, but let 
them take heed whar they fay againſt 
him, for Feſws knew that the Scripture 
heretofore was dark ,and therefore he ſaid 
to them that ſpake againſt his own perſon 
then, it was forgiven them, bur ſaith he, 
wholoever ſpeaketh a word againſt the 
Holy Gho# it ſhall never be forgiven him, 
Matth.12.32. thatis, againſt his appear- 
ance in this Kizg,Fob. 14.26. Hebr.9.28 
which thing is lo clear thar all the myſte- 
ries

' fies of God are opened by it, [6 that now 
an Angel ſwears that time ſhall beno 
longer for ignorance to ſhelter under, 
Rev.19.7. for this King is that Key of 
David by which all ſecrers were locked 
up, Iſai 22.22. Rev.3.7. And by which 
Key now all is opened for this day of light 
and glory was appointed to bein a King, 
and therefore it is ſaid, Hebr.q4.7. He h- 
miteth 4 certain day, ſaying, in David, to 
day, afier ſo long a time, giving to under- 
ſtand that the d1y was not the Apoſtles time, 
#or Davids time, but ovr time. 

Their ſecond ObjeRtion is againſt , 
that I ſay the Church & no where elſe but 
#n England. 

To which I anſwer, itis true, I ſee by 
the Word of God, and I ſay it is fo, thar 
now there is no true Church of God in all 
the World but the Chnrch of Englang, - 
and that from henceforth there is no ſal- 
vation for Souls, but in it. 1 know God 
hath his Ele over all the carth; and that 
he will ſend his Miniſters to gather them 
into this onely way of ſalvation, -Mateh. 
24-31. but now there is no £/e# viſibly 
A 3 ſcen, 
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ſeen, ſave theſe of the Charch of England. 
And all the Ele# muſt come to Unity 
with theſe in form of Worſhip, Dofirine, 
and Diſcipline, before they can be juſtified 
and ſaved, and if you will (ay, Iam un- 
charitable, in that I confine it to England 
being but a ſpot in compariſon of all the 
World befide, and that none ſhall be ſa- 
ved, bur ſuch as are of the Faith of the 
Church of England, which is a hard ſaying 
for you to confine the Charch into ſo nar- 
row a compaſs, what then will become of 
all the World beſide? I anſwer, they 
muſt be called and come in. And why 
may not England at this time contain the 
Ehurch, and all the Elei? of God © and 
thoſe that will not come to this Church 
be deſtroyed, as well as the Ark did con» 
tain all the Ele in Noahs time, when all 
the World befides were deſtroyed 2 And 
there is an Ark mentioned in Rev.11.19. 
to ſhew ye, that the Church now, is in 
the Game likeneſs, or ſimilitude as it was 
in the days of Neah, and therefore it is 
ſignified by « Woman in the wilderneſs, 
Rev.12.6,15. by 4 few number of people, 
KR ev. 
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Rev.14.1,2, 3,45. And that ell the World 
beſides are for thebeaſt, Rev.13.8.' And 
that thereas bur one true Church is evi- 
dent, Seng 9.6. out of which there is no 
ſalvation, and from which Church God 
will ſow all the carth with everflanding 
and everlaſting ſeed, and - that this very 
Church is the Church of England, T have 
ſufficiently proved in- my laſt book, as 
you ſhall finde,if you ſeriouſly conſider it 
withour prejudice. 

Their third ObjeRion is againft, rhat 7 
ſay, that I alone have the ſpirit of illumi- 
pation, and that there i a darkne(s upon all 
their Divines aud Prophets, ſo that none of 
theirs can ſhew them the knowledg of ſal- 
Vation.

Jard, Matth.2.3. 14. But their meditations 
run upon this ſtrain , that they ſtudied 


more how they might get in their worldly 


intereſt, than they did to glorifie God; and 
as the Phariſes were ſo exact, and made it 
a caſe of conſcience for their own ends, tg 
tithe Mint and Rue, but paſs over judgment 
end the love of God, Luke 11.42. S0 we 
had in like manner them that ſtudied more 
how they might get in their Tithe Pizes 
and Eggs, than how to feed their People 
with knowledge; I ſay not this againſt the 
raking of Tithes, for it is Chris minde 
Tithes (hould be paid of all, the very low- 
eſt thing nor excepted : bur. as they are 
diligent to do for themſelves , ſo they 
oughtnor to forget the more weighty mat- 
ters for thems to do, and not reſt in their 
out-fide ſerving of themſelves, Matth. 
23.142 3,2425, And to conclude, this I 
ſay 
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ſay to ye ſcornfull men, that deſpiſe me,

The ſecond he calls He, ſaying, when He 
cometh into the world, Hebr.10.5. and 
that is the Holy Ghoſt, which. is ready to 
be a body of Chriſt Feſus to do his will, 
Heby.10. 5,6,7,8,9. And as in the firſt 
diſpenſation under the Law, Chriſt Feſus 
was among them, and ſpake by their Prs- 
phets, whoſe form of ſpeech is, Thus ſaith 
the Lord, and that is the Lord Feſus that 
uttered himſelf by them 3 and you ſhall 
not finde a word ſpoken of the Holy Ghoſt 
in all thofe Prophets - ſo in the ſecond di- 
_ , under the Goſpel, you ſhall 
ethe Holy Ghoſt comes in the begin- 
ning z; ind, Fohn the Baptiſt, Lake 1.156 
and fo forward to Chriſt and his Apoſtles 
increaſing in it, and that the Prophers un- 
der the Goſpel uſe this form of ſpeech, 
that is, Thus ſaith the Holy Ghoſt, AtFs,21., 
19,11. & 13-12.

Chriſt would haye put him before him, 
but the humility of King Charls would 
have been ſuch, that hewould have been 
lad to follow on his knees the laſt .or 
caſt of his Diſciples, being over-joyed

Moreover, they perſwaded my Wife as much as 
they could to make friends, and to cry to the 
Bench, for to ſend meto Bed/am, ſaying to my 
Wife, that in Bedlam I ſhould have good warm 
meat every meal, ayd good uſage, ſeeking all 
manner of ways how to diſgrace me. Now con- 
ſider theſe following Lines ſeriouſly, for they 
are worthy of conſideration . 

Firſt, all theſe men that made and ſubſcribed 
this Petitzo# againſt me were of Black-Friers, 
and ſuch as knew me irl 1633. and 1634, and 
1635; when I declared to all men by ſigns as 
well as by words (when I could not be heard) 
what Judgments were coming upon the King- 
dom, and had fuffered three yearsjmpriſonment 
for it ; and becauſe of this, they ſaid I was mad, 
and I blame them not for that Errour.

| had not ſpoken ſo much of theſe things, 
had not many Preſbyters provoked me fince the 
coming forth of my former Book, which Book 
they are not able to anſwer : but all they can 
doisto ſay, Alas, he was mad, and we had him 
at Newgate, for ſaying he was Chri#; and the 
whole Pariſh where he lives juſtified him to be 
mad. 

Now Preſbyters ye have no cauſe to gory 
thus againſt me, how long was it before G 
clea' ed mine innocence by your fall> Surely, 
wit' in three quarters of a year. After my being 
at Newgate, 1 went to ſee your Lord Major, 
| Aldermen, 
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Aldermen , and Recorder at the Tower , for I 
heard they were fick there of the ſame Diſeaſe 
that I had at Newgate, and could not come a- 
broad z T pray fince ye could not ſee before 
now ,Aet- this open your eys, and ſtop your 
mouths; but if not, know that my God will be 
magnified in your deſtruction after a more ter- 
rible manner. And now I hope it will be for 
your good that 1 told you this with ſharp lan- 
guage, and yet with much love. 

And now to my matter again. When M.Greey 
ſent me to Bridewell, the Preſbyterians who 
would have had me to Bedlam, mitled their plot, 
now they begin another plot, that 1s, to convert 
and bring me to their Stool of Repentance : and 
for this end, while I was at Bridewe//, they ſent 

from their claſſical Meetings many of their Z/- 
ders at ſeveral times to perſwade me; bur ſeeing 
no effec, art laſt there came ſome ten or twelve 
together of them, being all of chem, as rhey 
thought, wonderfull grave, wiſe, diſcreet E/- 
ders ; now theſe being fate in afair Room len 
for me, and being come before them, put ſeveral 
queſtions to me : but inthe concluſion, that it I 

would turn to them, and renounce my judg- 

ment, and make a publick Confeſſion at a place 
appointed by them, that I had erred in declaring 
apainſt chem, and co own them as the onely true 

Church, chen they would take me immediately 

out, and I ſhould come no more under the _

of the Magiſtrate, but they would ſet me free, 
oa do ſomething for me to raiſe my fortune be- 
ides. 
I anſwered them, ſaying, that I could not con. 
ſent to their motion by any means; for I had 
declared the Truth, and I muſt maintain it. But 
ſaid I to them, Call for a-Day of Humiliation 
upon this account, and defire of God the know- 
ledg of the Truth, and I believe ye ſhall know 
the Truth alſo. Whereupon they were angry, 
and ſaid, ſhould they be taught by me? and 
ſcorning my motion went their way. And when 
the Se/ſios came I got out of Prifon ; but the 
Preſbyterians contrary to my motion, juſtifying 
themſelves, preſently after called a Day to facri- 
fice for the B/afphemy and Hereſie of the time, 
thinking themſelves pure Saimts'; andthe Pre/- 
byterians ſoon after were touted, and ſuch as 
they accuſed were juſtified rather, and exalted, 
to ſhew them, that they were the chief Fathers 
of all that BlaFhemy and Hereſiez and were 
moſt guilty of ſuch crimes, beſides b/oedſhea. 
And underſtanding how the ſquares went, 
the Kings Majeſty _ now at Holmby Houſe 2 
Priſoner in great diſtreſs under Colonel Graves, 
his Army vanquiſhed, and that the Preſbyrerians 
were at the height, intending to take down the 
Tndependents, and make all their own ; and alfo 
thar valiant Cremwel! was lighted, and his life 
aimed at by them ; and jadging, of the two, 
& Independents 
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Independents far better than Preſoyte r5ans, hear- 
inga very good Report of General Cromwell, 
that he was not proud, but onerthat did receive 
inſtruion many times from mean men ; now 
ſeeing this opportunity to do the King good, for 
now | looked upon the Kings being under Colo- 
nel Graves, as if the King were a dead man now 
in a Grave, and that my ſiyings concerningthe 
King was fulfilled ; 1 looked alſo upon the con- 
dition of General Cromwe/, and that he now 
having ſuch a Command of the Army, might 

help the King , and the King help Cromwell, 
therefore I could not reſt untill i went unto him; 
and-when I came to his houſe at Drzry-lane, I 
gave a Note to his Secretary to preſent to his 
Maſter, which he immediately did, and the Lord 
Cromwell himſelf came down to me into the 
Hall, and after we had a little diſcourſe there, 
he took meup into the Dining-room, where the 
Lord ITreton and another of his Sons were, and I 
declared to them all my Troubles, and how the 
Prefoyterians alſo dealt with me, and many 0- 
ther things we diſcourſed of, tor I ſtaid with 
them untiſ md-night, and could hardly break 
off then : and as we were in diſcourſe concern- 
ing the baſeneſs of the Preſbyterians, I ſhewing 
how they ſought my life ; the LordGeneral ſaid, 
T hey ſeth our lives alſo, we have done the ſervice 
of the Kingdom, and now we ave locked npon as 
Enemies, andin ſtead of rewarding us, they are 
F 4 ready 
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ready to take away our lives ; what ſhall we do tn 
this caſe ? I anſwered him, ſaying, Tow have men 
enough under your Command, get the King unto 
Jon, and do well unto him, ſo ſhall you prevail. He 


replied, ſaying, How can that be ? I anſwered 


him again, ſaying, That the King was in the 
hearts of the People, who looked upon him now as 
1m great diftreſs, and that their getting the King 
wnto them, and the uſing of him well, would draw 
all the K ingdom: ts fide with them,” and thereby they 
might help the King and themſebves too, yea and 
have their Enemies under their feet. The Lord 
Cromwell thinking the Scors Army that then lay 
at Newca#le, upon this would fight them ; and 
having this City alſo, and all the Preſbyterians 
againſt them, they might be ſo over-power'd, 
chat it ſhould be doubtfull who ſhould gain the 
day : therefore he ſaid, hat ſhall we do to the 
Scots ? Said I, Give the <cots their mozey firs, 
and they will depart the Kingdom. 

And now I cannot ſay but that General 
Cromwell, and the reſt of them, that were ſaved 
through the Kings preſence, did well untothe 
King, and better chan if they had brought him 
to London, and ſet him on his Throxc, for they 
did unto him that which was decreed of God, to 
bring him to the higheſt honour, and they failed 
in nothing, but in not being hitherto a means to 
ſet his Sox upon the Throne, which thing allo is 
decreed of God, and will be the greateſt ſafety unte 
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bem.” Neither can I ſee how can anſwer it 
before God a who gave them K ings Perſon 
to ſave themſelves in the day of their diſtreſs , if 
they ſhould negleft to ſet up bis Son.

ever ſome of them being 
undone by it .

fuch a reſolution upon ſuch terms, the Ki:g and 
his party ſhall prevail; and doubtleſs he is well

Morcover, if the King will ſend his Derlara- | 
7:08 to our State, to ſhew that he doth forgive 
all that will /#&»zi: unto him, and receive he, 
not exempting any from his grace, which is an 
undervaluing of his fathers þ/oxd, whoſe blond 
is of more value thati thouſands of his Adver- 
aries, the King will do well in ſodoing ; and 
let not his Majeſty doubt, but God will be fatil- 
fied for his fathers b/owd, by tears or by bloud; 
and the Apoſtle and Succeſſour of Chri, when 
be layeth the bloud of Chriſt bpon the Jews, 
Atts 2.36,37,38. untill they ſaid, hat ſoall wt 
do ? he doth not fay to them ye muſt die for it, 
bur faith, Repent, and be baptized, thatis, all to 
come in unto the Apoſtles: but the Fews that 
ſtood out, even the whole Nation went not 
without a temporal puniſhment, and diſgrace 
withall for their obſtinacy ; for when Tits 
Veiþatian bad deſtroyed them abundantly with 
the ſword, he to diſgrace them further, becau/*

ve 
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they had bought and ſold the Lord Jeſus for thi 
Pence, Tits ſells thirty of the Jews for Sony 
ſothat you may ſee God will not failto puni 
wicked men. 1f we refer the Judgment to him in 
ſuch high matters, and the Kings death is fo 
high a matter, that no man living knoweth, who 
were thoſe four men ſpoken of by L:/ty, that did 
moſt thirſt for the Kings b/owd, ſo that in judg- 
ing the caſe, the beſt of Judges among men 
might ſlay the innocent, and let the guilty go free. 

And now again, I fay to you Parliament, be 
not miſtaken, to put darkneſs for light, and light 
for darkneſs, Iſai 5.20. to put Treaſon for Rea- 
ſon, and Reaſon for Treaſon : but let Reaſon 
rule you, and judg righteous judgment, fobn 7.24 

Ye know that Charls Steward was born Heir 
to the Crown of Great Brittain, and was (0 ac» 
knowledged by all men, God himſelf alſo gave 
teſtimony of hisright unzo it by a Star at his na«

Therefore I beſeech ye lay theſe things to 
heart, and conſider that ye are not always to 
live here below, but do right while ye,are wh 
that ye may live in Heaven for ever, and that 
your memorial may be bleſſed on earth ; I ſpeak 
ro you in the words of a dying man, and there is 
no flattering at Deaths door, and I could wiſh 
chat all men at all times did but conſider their 
laſtend, ſurely then men would do no unjuſt 
thing : for my part I was always laborious, and 
now being old am not able to labour; for 1 
finde that my health dependeth upon my labour, 
and that nature daily decayeth, and ſickneſs in- 
creaſeth, ſo that my life is ſuch a burthen to me, 
thac 1 look upon every day to be my laſt day ; 
and therefore knowing how I have received 
light, marvel not though 1 declare it freely to 
you, as the States beſt friend, or indeed to the 
Common=-wealth, and that deſtroyeth it, as the 
Worm deſtroyed Jonas Goard, Fonas 4.6,7. for 
the pride of the Stare, and their contending a- 
bout Titles of Honour, ruinates the Commons 
wealth; witnels their contending with Holland, 
ro whom in reaſon they ſhould have given 
place, as to the Elder State, alſo their Nighting 
other Ambaſſadours from famous Kingdoms. 
What if che meſſage from France had been 
direted thus? To the Belzebubs of England,truly 
had they been Chriſts ſervants,they had not been 
offendedat it , fatt.10. 24,25. But pride goeth 
34 _e 
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before deſtruttion. Prov.16.18." And before honoud 
goeth humility , Prov.15.33. And the Common- 
wealch is like to pay for it, and great Taxations 
drive men of great Eſtates from their houſes, & ir 


. is ſuppoſed by many,that there is as much mony 


in Committee-mens,Sequeſtratours, Treaſurers, 
& Pay-maſters hands, as would ſerve to keepthe 
Wars on foot a long time , without Taxations. 


I pray you firſt let 
the Common-wealth 
have a fair account 
what is become of che 
Crown revenues, of the 
Churches revenues, of 
Delinquents Eſtates,of 
Exciſe , Aſeſſements, 
Taxes , Prizes, and of 
all Monies , and things 
delivered into your 
hands theſe 7. years, 8& 
upwards; then if there 
be no mony due to the 
Common-wealth from 
the State , the State 
being found faithfull, 
it isreaſon they ſhould 
ſupport them.

le: them fall now for 
want of ſhipping ? I could wiſh that the people 
of this Nation would take notice of it, that the 
hand of God is appareatly againſt our *tateſmen 
already , to let them fall by their on counſel, 
P/al.5.10. For had they ſought all the World 
over tor an Enemy that could do them moſt 
hurt , they could not ger the like to the Hollan- 
ders, with whom they would not agree upon any 
terms, 

Now when they tell out with the Hollanders, 
it would bave been wiſdom for them to conſider 
the Sea-men ſomething more than ordinary, but 
they ſlighred them, and to provoke them, the 
Land-men ſent among them are conſidered, and 
thereby the affections towards this State , _ 
ene 
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the courage of the Sea-rhen for them are abated, 
ſo that the Hollander became maſter of the Sea. / 
And then the Scateſgeing their errour, made an 
order to raiſe their wages, but it was too late, for 
your wiſe Sea-men know it is hard to get what 
they lot , therefore ſome revolt, others run a- 
way, neither will it be eaſie to gain their affeRi- 
ons, or to get them to ſtand to it now in ſuch 
time of impoſſibility, and if they be forced to 
ſtand to it , it will coſt their Commanders 
dear. 

Truly my hearts defire is, that the Parliament 
might be ſaved, and thar they could behold the 
hand of God againſt them, in depriving them 


. of wiſdom to fore-ſee neceſſary conſequences, for 


their falling our with Ho//and muſt needs be 
hurtful! to England, becauſethe Hollanders be 
both ſo near and potent at Sea , and their ſlight. 
ins of the Sea-men is worle , for thereby the Sea 
is loſt to them, and the Land lieth open to any 
forreign invaſion. 

And I believe God will appear againſt them 
divers ways, and it is probable, that the very

Now I return to my mayer again, after I had 
been at the .Lord General Cromwels houſe in 
Drury- lane , and the King taken from Holmby, 
I thought as others did , that the Army would 
bring the King to London, and ſer him on his 
Throne. Lut when he was hurried by a flight 

into the 1/e of hight , I ſaw all was not right, 
then I began to ſpeak againſt the Armies pro- 
ceedings, and it God had not by a ſtrong mo- 
tive ſtayed my ſpirit , ſurely I had.been put to 
death before the Xing : but God who did fore- 
know all things , knew that I muſt do this work 
that I do now, therefore he ſent meſuch a con- 
vincing argument to keep me from going on to 
hinder mens proceedings in fulfilling Gods per- 
miflive will, that I was foon diverted. 

And thus it was, on «ne 9. 1648. at M.Deb- 
ſons houſe, one and I fell to diſpute , be ſtood 
againſt the Kings party, and I defended them : it 
is true, thoſe that were ſwearers , drunkards, 
whorcmaſters , I juſtined them rather than the 
other tide, for he had accuſed the Cavaliers of 
the aforeſaid vices , and I ought not to defend 
thoſe fins in any : yet it was fo that I did it then, 
And when we roſe ſo high in words that no- 
thing could reconcile us , but a miracle , I referd 
it before the company to God the great Judge, 
ſaying, that God would manifeſt which of o 
bot 
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both was right quickly , and ſo we departed. 
But when I came home, 1 perceived by my onely 
ſon, that he fell down every foot , and ſome of 
my Neighbours took notice of it, and told me, 
then I conſidered that God appeared againſt me, 
and I was troubled the more, becauſe the Childe 
was liketo ſmart for it,and told my Wife that we 
muſt refrain to ſpeak againſt che Army , in what 
they did ; ſhewing her how the diſpute paſſed, 
and that the hand of God was upon the Childe 
for that cauſe , deſiring her alſo to forbear , elſe 
that the Childe would ſuddenly have ſome hurt- 
full fall, which would perſwade her to refrain 
ſpeaking againſt them , and ſhe was angry ar me 
for my ſpeech, but the ſame day I told her of it, 
we went to a friends houſe to dinner, and after 
dinner the Childe was more than ordinarily 
lookt to, yet he fell down a pair of ſtairs, and 
broke his right arm,then my Wite was more mo0- 
derate in what ſhe ſaid concerning the Army, 
but the Childe, God be prailed,was quickly heal- 
ed again,and [ declared openly mine errour that 
God might be glorified thereby,and was ſilent. 
Bur after a time, the other mans onely ſon died, 
then ſome of the company that heard the diſpute, 
ſaid, M. Evans why are you caſt down,God hath 
juſtified your aſſertion , for your Childe is well, 
God be praiſed , and his arm is ſtronger in the 
place where it was broke, than it was before, bur 
bis Childe is dead, therefore if you look upon 
G 3 that, 
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that, God hath juſtified your aſſertion more 
than his. 

Thus by Gods providenceto preſerve me,was 
the beat ot my ſpirit abated , and when the King 
came to his Trial, 1 ſovght to ſpeak te the Lord 
General Cromwel, but could not. Then | wrote 
and had it dglivered to the Lord General Fasr- 
fax , that had the chief Command of the Army, 
ſaying, that he muſt not-by any means, ſuffer che 
King to be put to death, and if they did put him 
to death , the Lord would require his bloud at 
their hands,and he had my writing two days be- 
fore the King ſuffered. | 

And aiter the King was put to death , ſeeing 
no remedy for it, 1 remained ſilent a long time, 
in which time God called me aſide to look. into 
the cloſſets of the Anabaptiſts, as Ezek.8.9. and 
by reaſon ot ſome acquaintance | had with Do- 
tour Chamberlain , he brought me into their 
ſecret Chambers, where | ſaw no ſmall abo ina- 
tions committed , and now being taken among 
them as a friend, & pitying them, | often ſhew- 
ed them the neceſlity of lafants baprtiſm,and law- 
fulneſs of it, and that there was but one true ſuc- 
ceſſion of Miniſtry , and Miniſters , which they 
had not, and at the laſt they were ſo offended at 
me, that they forbade me to come among them, 

and I having experience erough now of their 
ways, was ſoon perſwaded, being weary to ſee 
their corruption, diviſion, malice, and enmity 
tQ- 
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_ toward one another, and as I departed from 
them, [ gave them theſe lines to conſider as fol. 
loweth.

Ergo, the Anabaptiſts believe not, but contra- 
aitt Chriſt the Son of God.

Ye Anabaptiſts believe not the Sox, in that he 
ſaith, little children do believe in him,” Aatth.

Ergo, ye Anabaptiſts have not ſeen life, and the 
wrath of God abideth on ye. 

Every one muſt become a little childe before 
they enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, Mark 
10.15. 

Our entrance into the Kingdom of Heaven is 
by Baptiſme, 7ohn 3.5. 

Ergo, /ittle children are the fitteſt to be baptiſed. 

And to give ye further notice, becaule that ye 
ſay, that Chriſt doth not meas little children in 
Matth.18.6. but men newly converted, I pray let 
all conſider the ſcope of our Saviours ſpeech, 
and then judg what his meaning is. 
| Upon the occaſion of Chriſts Diſciples queſti- 
on propounded to him, he takes upa little childe 
in his arms, and ſets him up in the midſt of them, 
Mark 9.36,37. Matth. 18. 2,3,4,5,6,10,14. 
And whereas Chri# faith, /zch a little childe, 
AMatth.18.5. (as he often faith) theſe little ones, 

(as it were) pointing at the childe before him, 
{aying, theſe little ones, theſe little ones, theſe lit- 
te ones, Matth.18.6,10,14. It anſwereth this 
| | queſtion 
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queſtion plainly, as if oxe ſaid, Lord, which little 
children, or little one doeſt thou mean here ? 
he ſaidthus, 1 mean ſuch a little childe as this is 
that I ſet up among you, and 1 mean none other 
here , but theſe little ones , ſuch infants as this 
childe, ard to leave you Anabaptiſts inexcufable; 
he confirms it four times with thele words, /#ch 4 
little childe, theſe little ones, ſee Matth.18.v.5,6, 
&$10,14. Let this at preſent ſuffice ye people called 
A.tabaptiſts. 

And ye Preſbyterians that brag of your Ord;- 
xation 10 much, as if none ought to preach, but 
ſuch as come by your way, | tell ye, and the 
Word of God doth wines ic, that your way is 
nothing bur a deluſion, for there is but one true 
Ordination, from which ye are fallen, and th 
that have it, otherwiſe mult prove that they have 
ittrom hand to hand by deſcent, ſucceſſively 
from the Apoſtles, and they onely are according 
to the appointment of 7eſ7 Chrift, and thar 
Coblers, Tailors, and others who preach, have 
more ground than you, for what they do ; for if 
there 15 a new 1 instry, there is a new Baptiſme - 
but there is no promile for neither of them ; and 
therefore | ſay roye Preſbyterians, all theſe He- 
reſies are the fruit of your doings, for yeare 
thoſe falſe Teachers , that brought upon your 
ſelves /wift de5{rnttion, and many followed your 
pernicious ways, and arerun to ſuch erroxrs, as 
are at this day, and by reaſon of your doings, 
the 
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the B:/ops way, (which is the way of truth) is 
evil ſpoken of by ail your viperous Generation, 
2 Pet.2.1,2. And.I cannot compare your Preach. 
ing more fitly than to a young <cholar that hath 
met with a Conjuring Book, and read on it, un- 
till he hath raiſed a $pi-ir that is ready to devonr 
him, and there is no way for him to lay down this 
unruly Spirit again, but by reading the ſame 
words backwards: now I fay to ye, ye have 


preached down the B:/5ops, and railed up there. 


by theſe unruly Spirirs, to devour and vex you; 
repent therefore now, and preach up the Biſhops 


again with the ſame diligence as ye did preach 


them down, and by that means ye ſhall preyail 
and be ſaved. 

And beſides what I have ſpoken before in my 
laſt Look to ſhew the true Church ; I ſay now 
alſo the true Church may be known by the Chri- 
ſtian ſpirits of its Martyrs, 

. I know they have great courage that ſuffer in 
the defence of the R:ymi/ſh faRtion, but they have 
little reaſon for it, for they defend 1dolerry, and 
other ſins expreſly forb:dden by the Word of 
God, and are fo far from confeſling their own 
ſins, that they make as though they can at that 
inſtant pardon other mens ſins: and it is known 
with what ſpirit and deſire to revenge many of 
then die. 

The Preſbyterians ſeera in the Pulpit to be as 
valiant as Lions, but when they come to the = 
they 
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they run away like Dogs that have burnt their 
tails; and rhis was ſeen tufficiently in' 1652. 


M. Love went on valiantly alongrtime, but when 
Deach looked him 1n the face, he became a Sui- 


* tourtothe Frate, which a lutle before he had fo 
- much vilified, and now he would live u 


an 
terms ; and when he died, then 7exking,Gle, nw, 
the reſt of them that were in Priſon, ſeeks par- 
don and recant. 

As for the Independents I believe | need not 
ſpeak of them in regard they are but Seekers in 
matters of Religion ; for it the Preſbyterians 
wih not abidethe trial, who would ſeen to be in 
a ſtable way of Religion, how much more will 
the Independents fail in the day of trial ? | 

And tor the Proteftants ſufferings in Queen 
Maries time, it excelleth their Enemzes as much 
as Geld excelleth Lead: bur as for the Kizg and 
his party in their ſufferings, whom with may 
they be compared 2 they do juſtitie God by con- 
feſling their fins, for which chey ſay, they juſtly 
ſuffered ; though they be innocent of the crimes 
laid to. their charge then . And they prayed 
for their Enemies in lore and fincerity, yea, 
fuch was the Kiags love ar the hour of his 
Death, that he direRteth his Exemies in the way 
of ſalvation, and pardoned then treely, ſo far as. 
it lay in him todo; ' and the Kig and his party 
were {o conſtant and valiant in cheir reſolutions 
forthe Truth, that they would not be delivered. 


by 
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by any way diſhonourable to the truth they did 
profeſs. And truly | believe that Balaam did co. 
vet to die astheſe men did ; for he foreſaw them 
and their glorious end, Namb.23.9,10. 

And now leaſt you ſhould ſay that I am var- 


tial in judging, as if none had any good parts in . 


them bur the Proteſtants ; I ſay not ſo, tor | ſee 
good parts in the Independents and Presbyteri- 
ans, even ſuch as are wanting in the Proteſtants; 
but that which makes all good , I mean charity, 
conſtancy,and unity,is in the Proteſtants. Now 
if I were to chuſe a Church and people , I would 
have fuch as your Presbyterian Maniſters , for 
therr diligence in preaching ; I would have the 
Members to abound in the Scriptures, as the In- 
dependents ; | would have the Church governed 
by Biſhops, as heretofore ; I would have all con- 
ſtant and firm in their religion,as the Proteſtant; 
I would have all united, uſing all their abiliries. 
Firſt, ro admoniſh one another to live juſtly and 
holily. Secondly, to keep the Rule of Gods pub- 
lick Worſhip.& ifthey vary from chat, all is loſt; 
for if they come once to be without form,& void 


of order in the Church, Gez. 1.2. fer.4.23. theres 


1s nothing follows but darkneſs, confuſion, and 
deſtruction to the Church and Kingdom, And 
thirdly,to build up one another in this their moſt 
holy Faith. 

Thus much I muſt fay againſt the Proteſtant 
Miniſters, both Biſhops and others, except _ 
ew, 
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few,in the late Kings days they ſought after or 
Church-livings, _—— , thatt might fol 
low the Gentry , rather than their Miniſtry ; ſo 
that they forgot to preach, Andif they chanced 
to preach, it was either a complement , or ſome 
ignorant ſtuff that ſavoured little of knowledg 
in the Scripture by the ſpiric of God ; and ſothe 
people were ſtarved for want of inſtruion:and 
the adverſaries finding this opportunity, ſtole in, 
and bringing Scripture in abundance, though 
miſ-applied and wreſted,carried the people away 
with chem, as ſheepto the (laughter : and there- 
fore I ſay if the Proteſtant Miniſters had been as 
diligent to teach the people the knowledg of the 
Scriptures , and to preach for the Church wich 
that alacrity,as the others did againſt ctheChurch 
in all probability they bad not faln : but che Bi- 
ſhops and Proteſtant Miniſters having the Magi- 
ſtrate on their ſide thought to do all with the 
Club, and that Preaching was but a vain thing to 
eſtabliſh them : and now they may ſce the vani- 
ty of their thoughts. 

Many of our Miniſters make but a jeſt of 
Mr. Hxgh Peters preaching, bur | tell you: ye may 
all go learn of him to preach; tor one like him a- 
mong you would be worth a thouſand of you; 
yea, and if he were but arightly fixed, be mighr 
become a glorious A7;ziſter, bur it being other- 
ways, his influence hath done the more hurt; yet 
who can tell how ſoon he may be curned to the 
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right way : and I am ſure ye may be ſtirring,and 
preach valiancly y becauſe che truth is for you. 
Leave your ſtudying the Fathers, they are not e- 
fteemed now, and ſtudy the Scriptures, & preach 
them, for that is it whici will help you, and no. 
thing elie, at leaſt in theſe days. 

And as | have given wy judgment concerning 
the true Miniſtry , and that there is but one Mi- 
niſtry, and one calling , or one way to attain to 
it; ſo briefly I ſhall ſpeak ſomething concerning 
them that pretend to have Viſions and Revelati- 
ons, and ſhew that rhere 1s but one calling and 
right way alſo to that , which Call is by an audi- 
ble voice directing a man to the Scripture,as to a 
Rule whereby to ſquare and try all the Viſions 
and Revelations which he receiverh : ye that take 
Viſions and Revelations for your guide , & leave 
the Scripture, ye feed onely upon Husks& Chaff, 
and ye ſhall be burnt with them, ?er.23.26,27, 
28.29. Matth.3.12. Luke 15.14,15,16,17. 

Again,I ſay in general,chat no viſion or revel, 
which is not for the exaltation ot Gods holy writ- 
ten Word 1s of God, bur 1s falſe and vain, for in the 
Scripture is the way of ſalvation , 2 Tim. 3. 15, 
16, 17. And none muſt preſume above that 
which is written, 1 Cor.4.6. And if any one bring. 
a Dottrine, which us not for the Scripture, and for 
#he Church , and from the Scripture proved, he us 
to be accurſed : yea, though he were an ApoStle, or 
an Angel from Heaven, ſaith $t.Paul, in the name 
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of Chriſt, the Prophets, and Apoſtles , aud all the 
Saints of God, let him be accurſed, and again he 
fauh, let him be accurſed, Gal. 1.8, 9. Ihisisa 
heavy doom for ſuch as pretend to have Viſions, 
and yet deny the efficacy of the Scriptures, for 
thereby they onely ſeek to advance themſelves. 
Therefore every true Viſion and Revelation is 
ſubordinate to the Scripture , and is for the ex- 
alcation thereot,and having its foundation from 
thence , is nothing elſe bur a confirmation given 
to ſuch a one , that he hath an extraordinary ſpi- 
rit of underſtanding given him,whereby to open 
the myſteries ofthe Scripture as they are fulfil d. 
And ſuch as are thus called,are called by a voice 
from God, which immediately ſends them tothe 
Scripture. The voice that came to St. Aſtin, ſaid 
to him, take upand reade, he having his book by 
him,took it up,and read Row 13.13,14.and from 
that minute forward, the ſpirit of underſtanding 
came upon him , that jt is well known what glo- 
rious things God did for his Church by him,ſoin 
the ſame nature the voice of God which was fent 
to me at firſt, ſaid, go to thy book, and 1 went to 
my book and read Epheſ. 5, 14. and what folk 
lowed is afore expre fled 
The Scripture is the ſupreme word of God,to 
which all other expreflions muſt give place & re- 
verence,becauſe it 1s the whole mind of God expreſ- 
ſed for mans ſalvation, there 1s nothing can be ag- 
ded to it, or dinninithed from #, for God hath proms- 
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ſed that it ſhall endure for ever, 1 Pet. 1 .23,24,25: ' 
And now to conclude, I fay as one that hath 
experience of Viſions and Revelations : let every 
one that pretends to have Viſions and Revela- 
tions examine how they came to him, for if they 
came not from Scripture, &are not for the Scri- 
pture, ſurely they came not from Gods ſpirit, but 
from the evil ſpirit,and let every one teware,that 
they believe not ſuch falſe viſions, or revelations; 
And to anſwer ſuch as ſay that there is no Pro- 
phets, Viſions, or Revelations-now under the 
Goſpel , they are much miſtaken : for are not 
theſe days the laſt days, in which the abundance 
of the ſpirit is poured upon all fleſh , Foe/.2.28. 
As 2. 17, 18. and doth not the Apoltle Paxl 
command, ſay ing, covet to Propheſie above all ſþi- 
ritual gifts, quench not the ſpirit , and deſpiſe not 
Propheſying, 1 Cor.14.1. 1 Theſ.5.19,20. which 
argues that now there are both Prophets and 
Prophefies which are not to be deſpiſed , and 
though there be a Text which may ſeem contra- 
rie hereunto, v:z. 1 Cor.13.8,9,10. Yet there is 
no ground from that place to think thar Prophe- 
ſying was to ceaſe: bur rather an affirmation that 
the Generations ſucceeding the Apoſtles ſhould 
have a more perfect gift of Propheſie than they 
had : and further, I demand of thoſe men, hath 
God nothing to do in this kinde in theſe days? 
Surely he hath, for ſtill he revealeth his ſecrets 
vato his ſervants the Prophets, Amos 2.7,8, And 
as

out with another Cock to fight againſt him, and 
both Cocks crowed one againſt the other, and 
as they drew near together to come to fight, 
- the peoples Cock fell lat down,and as they took 
it up again his wings (me thought)were of ſilver; 
and thoſe that took it up had a device to winde 
up ſome Work that was within , which moved it

far the ſhadow went, and did ſee the Evil Spirit 
deſtroying in the dark, and heard thecry of 
them that were deſtroyed by it, and I looked up, 
and ſaid, Lord, let this Mountain betaken away, 
andit was immediately gone, and a Light was 

put in the place of it, that did ſhine over - the 
W; 
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Map; and the Mountain, the Shadow, and the 
Evil Spirit were gone. 

For interpretation, the Mountain isthe pre- 
ſent State, the: Shadow is their power, the Evil 
Spirit is not onely Committee-men, E xciſe-men, 
SequeFratours,and the like, but allo falſe Preach- 
ers which go up and down and deſtroy mens 
ſouls. Of this Mountain you reade in Matth.21. 
21,22, And now is the time, that you are b 
your faith and prayer to God, to remove it, and 
caſt it into the midſt of the Sea: ye have alſo 
much :fpoken in Scripture of the ſhadow that 
comes from this Mountain, which ſhadow is cal- 
ledhe:ſbadow of death, Amos 5.8. Lake 1.78, 
79.:And Chriit and his Church get up and feed 
among the Z:/:es, untill the day break, andehis 
Moyatain be removed, and the ſhadow fly away, 
Songs 2.16,17. & 3.50.

charity, and let not any be prided, or exalted 
above tbeir Brethren with a conceit of conqueſt, 
but kuow, that ſuch a miuge ſhall be —_—

that ſuffered is the greateſt Conque- 
ror ; For 4 ſubje# cannot _ bis King 
but by ſuffering mekly, and a King ſuffering 
meekly by the hand of bu people, according to 
tbe minde of hi King, Was appotnted to be 
Heir of the World, Rev.21.7.

{ writtenby his own hand, who after he had 
ſeen the Viſion could not reft, but went 
from place to place to ſeek an interpreter 
of it, until by the proyidence of God at 
laſt he came to me, and after herold me the 
Viſion, and that I gave him co underſtand 
what God did fignifie to us by it, he wrote 
it, and left it to my diſpoſal, as by Gods 
providence I (ſhould be perſ{waded,direfted, 
and permitted to publiſh it.
